He kept himself supplied with food with- 
out calling on others for aid and many 
believed that he had money. 

Wednesday he was seen about his shanty 
and there was a light there Wednesday 
night. Thursday a Friday the shanty 
door remained clo No smoke came 
from the chimney. 

Neighbors wondered what had become of 
the old man, but as he resented intrusion 
no one went to his hut. 

Saturday morning Mrs. Jerry Foley of 


.8660 Laclede avenue went to the shanty. 


She was surprised to find the door un- 
locked. Pushing it open she entered. 

In the dimly lighted room she stumbled 
over an object on the floor. It was Collins‘ 
body. The right hand was extended. The 
revolver was on the floor, but out of reach 
of the outstretched hand. He had 
parently died in great agony, as his li 
were drawn up and his face showed lines of 
suffering. 

Collins, while morose and unapproachable, 
Was a man of healthy appearance and was 
never heard to threaten to take his life. 
The police, while Inclined to the suicide

by robbers and shot when he resisted.

PEN PICTURES OF APPLICANTS. 


Men, Women and Children, Despair 
Stamped on Their Faces, Waiting 
Their Turn for Baskets of 
Food and Coal Money. 


Long lines of half-frozen, hopeless, help- 
less, poverty-stricken men radiated from 
the doors of the Provident Association, 
Saturday morning, covering nearly the 
whole north side of Locust street, between 
Eleventh and Twelfth. 


Shoes had gaping holes. Ragged old vests, 
tattered coats and frayed-out trousers were 
the rule, and the hundreds who stood in 


the cold and waited their turn at charity 
spoke loudly of the sufferings of extreme 
poverty. 

The thermometer hugged close to 10 de- 
grees above zero. The damp, biting cold air 
chilled them to the marrow, and they 
danced and waved their arms and shuf- 
fled to bestir within themselves enough 
warm blood to counteract the freezing at- 
mosphere of the streets. 

In squads of twenty they were admitted 
te the office of the association. They 
wanted breakfast and lodging. The fact 
that even the Provident Association  re- 
quires some work to be done before charity 
is dispensed did not act as a deterrent. 
With hunger and cold staring them in the 
face they were glad to get work, with the 
certainty of bread and warmth. 

In the experience of three-fourths of ‘the 
citizens of this democratic country there 
have been occasions when, for one cause 
or another, the best of them have been 
penniless in a strange city. They can re- 
call the thrilling desolation of it. Ja 
Gould once found himself in a New Yor 
restauient without a centin his pocket and 
a stranger to its manager, There came back 
to him the helplessness of the man with no 
immed‘ate friends and no money. 

The crowd that poured into the Provident 
office Saturday morning did not, for the 
most part, bespeak dissipation. It was a 
crowd that sought employment, as well as 
food and shelter, and it moved forward to 
the ticket desk with a straightaway, open 
look that was unlike the shuffling, sidelong 
manner of the profess'ona] hobo. 

Receiving their tickets the applicants 
passed out briskly and made bee lines for 
the workshop and restaurant of the associa- 
tion, 1735 South Eighteenth street. There 
they were put to sawing wood.

DOES SHE SACRIFICE'HERSELF? 


Prosecuting Attorneys Say This Testi- 
° . 
mony Will Clear the Slayer 
| If the Jury Believes 
the Girl. 


The mysterious and beautiful sweetheart 
upon whose testimony the attorneys of 
Charles De Pue rély to acquit their client 
of the charge of murder, is De Pue’s own 
sister, Bess'e. 

Beautiful she may be, as the attorneys 
promise, but even her handsome features 
fade from view in the contemplation of the 
tremendous sacrifice she has been called to 
make to save the life of her brother, 

It is promised by the lawyers that Miss 
De Pue will take the stand as the last wit- 
ness for the defense, Saturday evening, and 
testify that it was to avetige a great wrong 
done to her that Charles De Pue shot and 
killed old man Peitsch. 

The attorneys for the State are astounded 
and frankly declare that if the jury give 
credence to the girl, De Pue will be ac- 
quitted, 

According to the State’s theory, De Pue 
killed Pietsch in an attempt to rob the 
merchant. The arrest of another led pin 
to come forward through fear of detection 
and offer himself for trial. Hence they 
argue that the appearance of the sieter at 
this juncture is in the nature of a plain 
sacrifice of herself to save her brother's 
neck from the hangman. 

In either event her testimony, as prom- 
ised, will bring to the public view an act 
of heroism rarely witnessed in the annals 
of criminal courts. 

Charles De Pue had no particular char- 
acter or standing in the little community 
of the city in which he moved. He was a 
restless fellow, and although not consid- 
ered capable of so grave a crime as mur- 
der, it will be a matter of surprise to po- 
Hee offic'als that he should have risen to 
the height of such a dramatic act of re- 
venge, to be followed by the still more 
thrilling story which Miss De Pue says she 
will tell the jury. 

Until Saturday afternoon the identity of 


this witness had been carefully concealed 
by Attorneys Nolan and Yore, Rumors 
concerning her interest in the defendant 
have been circulated by the lawyers of the 
defense for purposes of their own. 

To prevent her name from becoming pub- 
lic no qubpoenae wag issued for her, but 
she has been a constant attendant in court 
throughout the entire trial. It is said she 
has not heard any of the testimony against 
her brother, believing that when she takes 
the stand everything that has been offered 
by the State, will be at once swept from 
the minds of the jurymen. 

She has closed her eyes and ears to the 
evidence submitted and to her brother's 
own confession of guilt. 

With the story which De Pue’s attorneys 
say she will relate on the witness stand, 
they hopé to secure a verdict of acquittal, 
but at an immeasurable cost to the young 
woman brought forward at the climax. . 
De Pue, it is said, strongly protests 
against placing his sister on the stand, de- 
claring that he would rather be convicted 
than have her subjected to the searching 
cross-examination which he fears she will 
encounter at the hands of the State's attor- 
ney. His lawyers, however, have their own 
opinions as to the advisability of using het 
as a witness. 

The defendant will not be allowed to test!- 
fy, his lawyers contenting themselves with 
standing upon his sworn confession made 
to Chief Desmond a year ago. The case

PORT ARTHUR, 


The Partition of China Has 
Begua in Earnest.

ONCE CAPTURED BY JAPAN. 


WHEN THE WAR ENDED JAPAN 
WOULD HAVE HELD IT, BUT 
FOR RUSSIA'S PROTEST. 


CITY HAS A FINE HARBOR, 


Will Be Substituted for Vladivostock, 
as Headquarters for Russia’s 
Fleet and Railroads Will 
Be Built. 


LONDON, Dec. 18.—A dispatch to the 
Standard from Vienna e6ays it Is rumored 


that the Russians have ocupled Port 
Arthur. 


Port Arthur, which fs situated at the ex- 

tremity of the Lao Tung Peninsula, has 
practically been in the hands of Russia for 
some time past. After the Japanese @dcu- 
ated the port during the war with China 
Russian engineers began supervising the re- 
construction of the docks and forts, which 
had been destroyed by the Japanese previous 
to leaving the place. 
Previous to the war between China and 
Japan, Port Arthur was the largest naVal 
station possessed by the Chinese and was 
strongly fortified. There was a naval dock- 
yard, a large refitting® basin, spacious 
wharves and quays, two docks—one 400 feet 
long—and facilities for repairing ships of all 
sizes. The foundries and workshops were 
constructed on the most improved models 
and contained the best modern machinery, 
Japan was very anxious to ‘hold Port 
Arthur permanently, but Russia strongly 
objected and would have backed up her ob- 
jections by force. Russia's great anxiety to 
possess Port Arthur is due to the fact that 
the harbor is free from ice all winter, which 
is not the case with Viadivostock, the pres- 
ent headquarters of the Russian fleet, It 
is proposed to connect Port Arthur with 
the Russian railroad now being built 
through Manchuria, which in turn will con- 
nect with the great Transsiberian Rallway. 

Port Arthur, previous to the war with 
Japan, was to China what Gibraltar is to 
the Mediterranean. It was considered im- 
pregnable. It is calculated that the ma- 
chinery, docks etc., at Port Arthur repre- 
sented a value of 60,000,000 yen, or about 
$30,000,000 In guld.

According to Zahnd’s story they lived in 
Washington about four years. He worked 
in a shingle mill and saved about $1,409. 

Last spring 
he lost his job and was unable to get em- 
ployment. e claims that he was cheated 
out of his home. 

Last June, with only a few dollars In his 
pocket, he took his family and carrying all 
their possessions started for Switzerland. 
Their money took them a short distance on 
the railroad and they continued the journey 
on foot. The heat was so intense that they 
walked at night and rested during the day. 
They depended upon charity and often suf- 
fered from lack of food and water. In some 
places they received enough assistance to 
carry them part of the way on the cars, 
but they claim that the greater part of the 
journey has been made on foot. 

The shoes of the entire family are worn 
through, exposing their bare feet. Since 
their arrival here they have been provided 
for at the Four Courts. 

During the day Zahnd goes out to look for 
work while his wife and little ones huddie 
together near the steam pipes in the base- 
ment and watch with wondering eyes the 
mauty throng that congregate in the Police 

Sourt. 

Zahnd hopes that if he cannot obtain work 
here the Mayor will help him to proceed on 
his journey. 

“I have almost forgotten what it feels like 
to sleep in a bed,’’ said Zahnd, as he told 
his story in broken English. “I don’t care 
so much about myself, but it is my poor 
wife and little ones taat euffer.”’

My son-in- 
law introduced Klein to my friend. When 
my name was ment.oned Klein made that 
Statement reflecting on my character.

There is no one 
Who can truthfully say a word against my 
character. When I first heard it I intended 
giving Klein a good whipping, but my

thorized, or to sell, convey, assign, or 
transfer to the owner or owners of 
such other street railway, any and 
every such right or interest, as it is 
hereby and heretofore authorized to 
acquire. 

In the bill to grant a franchise to the 
Cabanne Place Railway Company is the 
following section: 

Sec. 5. Said Cabanne Place Railway 
Company, its successors or assigns, is 
hereby permitted, authorized and em- 
powered to acquire by lease, purchase, 
consolidation or other agreement, any 
right, title or interest in the whole or 
part of any street railway with which 
it may connect along the route of its 
railway, as hereby authorized or that 
may hereafter be authorized, or to sell, 
convey or assign or transfer to the 
owner or owners cf such other street 
railway any and every such right or 
interest as it is hereby authorized to 
acquire. 

Together these two proposed railways 
cover the richest railway territory in the 
city and tap nearly every railway worth 
having.

Sad stories of their sufferings and of 
the dangers attending the running of cars 
by men who were dazed and blinded by 
cold wind and sleet were told in the Post- 
Dispatch. Not only is the vestibule a 
necessity for the health and comfort of 
the motormen, but for the safety of the 
public. 

If there were a spark of consideration in 
the breasts of street car managers for 
either the motormen or the public, vesti- 
bules would be provided without compul- 
sion. But they pay no attention either to 
the needs of the motormen or to the 
authority of the State embodied in law. 

The vestibule law must be enforced and 
the companies compelled to protect the 
motormen from the hardships of long- 
continued exposure to winter storms, and 
the public from the dangers incidental 
to such exposure, It is a work of neces- 
sity and mercy.

NEW BOOKS. 


EMILE ZOLA has terminated his 

M trilogy, Lourdes, Rome, Par's, by 
e the last named, which will appear 

as a feuilleton during the next three months, 
and complete in a volume early next Feb- 
ruary. M. Zola has explained the circum. 
stances which ‘led him to undertake this 
latest production of his pen. While visit- 
ing the Pyrenees with Mme, Zola he was 
struck with the ardent and sincere enthu- 
siasm of the pilgrims to Lourdes, contrast- 
ing so strangely with present-day civiliza- 
tion and modern science. His attention was 
so forcibly attracted by the spectacle be- 
fore him that he resolved to make it the 
subject of a romance. Next year he re- 
visited Lotdes, stayed there a month and 
wrote his novel. This book, however, did 
not exhaust the subject, for Lourdes is not 
the cradle of the new Catholicism, as some 
French writers, notably Count de Mun, 
have stated. It was at Rome that this re- 
naissance of mediaeval. religion had its 
origin, under the inspiration of Leo XIII., 
who hoped to adapt Catholicism ta@ the 
new conditions of social life and to secure 
to it the credit of solving the difficult 
problems of our day. So M. Zola conducted 
his hero, the Abbe Froment, to the Eterna] 
City. M. Zola also wished to describe Rome 
for the benefit of those Parisians who had 
never been in Italy. ‘“‘There,’’ he says, ‘I 
have placed the supreme crisis in my he- 
ro’s life. The generous efforts of Leo XIII. 
are sterilized, and the book closes with an 
act of abandonment and despair.” But M. 
Zola, as he tells us, is neither a skeptic nor 
a perverter, and did not wish a tragical de- 
noucment, which might distress and mis- 
lead his readers. So having written Rome 
as a corollary to Lourdes, he now gives to. 
the public Paris, which shall in some de- 
gree restore peace and hope to that young 
disciple of Lamennais, the Abbe Froment. 


Engiigh religious, economic ro- 

mance, which was probably writ- 
ten under the inspiration of the move- 
ment Known as “Christian Socialism.” 
The author, Dennis Hird, late rector of 
Eastnor, telis the story of a young woman 
who sacrifices ber life in the service of 
Christ among the slums, but outside the 
pale of the church.

BANK PAPER FORGERY. 


Charles’ H. Peters’ Attempt to Work 
the Third National, 


August Manewal, president of the Mane- 
wal-Lange Cracker Co., says he will not 
prosecute the young man named Peters 
who presented a $700 note bearing his name 
to the Third National Bank. 

The attempt to borrow money on the 


forged note was made Thursday. Tuesday 
a well-dressed young man was introduced 
to President Charles Huttig of the Third 
National Bank by one of the directors. He 
said he wanted to negotiate a joan of $700, 
and could get Mr. Manewal]l and Charles 
Hease of the McCall-Haase Carriage Co, 
to indorse his note. Thursday he returned 
with the note. It bore signatures purport- 
ing to be those of Messrs. Manewal and 
Haase. 

President Huttig was suspicious. He stood 
Peters off and called up Mr. Manewal over 
the telephone. Mr. Manewal said he had 
indorsed no such note. He went to the 
bank at one d found Peters and Presi- 
dent Hutti conversation. As he entered 
he office Pers grabbed the note and tore 
it up. He left the bank with Mr. Manewal, 
begging him not to prosecute. 

Mr. Manewal and Mr. Haase had a con- 
ference, Both were ffiends of Peters’ father 
and they decided that as they had lost 
nothing they would not have the young 
man arrested.

New York is talking about 
which “Kid’’ McCoy won over Dan Creedon 
last night. 


It was a great battle, and it was only 


after Creedon was al] out in the sixteenth 
round that Joe Choynski, hig second, threw 
up the sponge. 

In an interview after his fight with 
Creedon, “K'd"’ McCoy said: 

“I expected to win, and I was, therefore, 
not disappointed. Ido not want to be con- 
sidered egotistical when I say it, but I think 
the facts justify the statement that Creedog 
Was outclassed from the start. His game- 
ness, however, surprised me. He fought an 
uphill battle from the start, and I want to 
give him credit for the courage he showed. 
He must have known early in the fight that 
he was beaten, and his only hope lay in a 
chance blow, and that is why I admire him. 
He took an awfu! punching and gave me 
some good blows in return, but I always 
felt that it was only a matter of time when 
he would succumb. He is a good game 
fellow and put up a great fight, for which 
I admire him. 

“As regards my future, I intend to re- 
main a pugilist as long as I can win and 
there is money in the game. Now that I 
am the middleweight champ'‘on of the 
world I am ready to defend the title against 
any man in my class. Some day when I 
get heavier I expect to challenge the heavy- 
weights, for I aspire to the heavyweight 
championship of the world. 

“I want to see an American hold that 
title once again, and I hope I am the Amer- 
ican puegilist destined to hold it.’’ 

Dan Creedon said: “I have no excuses 
to make for my defeat.

The second hearing given the Cabanne 
Pilate Railway bill by the Council Commit- 
tee on Railroads Friday afternoon was, if 


anything, livelier than that of a week be- 
fore. The Council ehamber was packed 
with West End property owners, who re- 


newed their protest against granting the 
franchise. 

The Lindell Railway Company, which is 
behind the grab, -mustered all ite forces, 
and pleaded earnestly for the fat privilege 
embodied in the measure. In addition to 
three citizens the officials had their paid 


attorneys on hand to make a special plea.

Judge Henry S. Priest earned his fee with 
the most ingenuous and adroit argument 


possible for his clients. 
The hearing lasted two houre and it was 


left to the last speaker for the protesters to 
spring a sensation that threw new light on 
the covert purposes. of the promoters and 
strengthens the reasons why the bill should 
nol pass. 

The speaker was Attorney William F. 
Smitn, who resides at 5962 Maple avenue. 
Mr. Smith said he had it on good authority 
that the Cabanne. place franchise bill was 
the invention of promoters who have a gi- 
gantic scheme on hand to consolidate the 
railway systems of St. vuls. 

He had been told that the only road that 
stood out against this scheme was the Sub- 
urban company, and the consolidationists, 
in their desperation at not being able to 
whip the Suburban into line, had resolved to 
queeze it into submission or 


crush it—to 
etween laterals and loops of 


bankruptcy 
steel. 

He was no more the friend of the Subur- 
ban, he said, than of the Lindell, but the 
scheme of the Cabanne place bill was evi- 
dence of a plot that should be exposed. If 
this was the ulterior purpose of the bill, it 
showed a broader purpose on its face, and 
that was to place the railways beyond the 
reach of ever being made to pay a fair com- 
pensation for the use of the streets. 

The bill does not offer to pay one cent 
for the franchise and at the same time 
the franchse jis to authorize it to buy, 
lease or consolidate with itself any other 
road or roads in the city. What did tnis 
mean, if it did not bear out the report 
of a scheme to consolidate all the railroads 
and place them beyond the reach of the 
city to demand a single dollar for the valu- 
able privileges they would enjoy perpetu- 
ally? 

The disclosures of Mr. Smith were lis- 
tened to with the closest attention, and by 
none more closely than the committee. 

Edwards Whitaker, President; Charles D. 
MecLure, Vice-President; George Baumhoff, 
General Manager,. and Judge Priest, attor- 
ney for the Lindell, winced under the state- 
ments of Mr. Smith, but not one of them 
offered a word in refutation of his charges. 

At the first hearing of the bill the t me 
was consumed by the protesters when a 
dozen or-more reinforce verbally the pro- 
tests of the petitions against the bill, that 
had been eigned by-upwards of 3,000 prop- 
ected district. 

Yesterday when the hearing began, Chair- 
man Ives of the Railroad Committee an- 
nounced that the time from 3:40 to § o’clock 
would be equally divided between friends 
and opponents of the bill. Judge Priest 
etrenuously objected to this and, stated 
that as the protesters had taken up all the 
time at the former hearing he did not think 
it fair for them to have an equal share of 
the brier time for the second hearing. 

Chairman Ives, in deciding to alter the 
division of time, reminded Mr. Priest that 
at the first hearing he had called on the 
friends of the bill to present their side of 
the case, but none answered, and though 
they came in later it was no fault of the 
committee. 

Edwards Whitaker eald that there were 
a number of citizens present to speak in 
favor of the bill, and the first that he would 

resent to the committee was Rev. Dr. 8. 
Niccolls of the Second Presbyterian 
Church, Westminster and Taylor avenue, 
who hed asked him to frame such a Dill. 

Dr. Niccollg sa!d he represented one of the 
largest congregations-in the city, and that 
he was specially interested in the Olive 
street extension of the line. He was a 
property holder, and knew that he repre- 
sented two-thirds of his congregation in de- 
manding better street railway facilities, 
eo they could reach the church. 

George Prendergast, 5714 Chamberlain 
avenue, followed Dr. Niccolls. The burden 
of his speech was that the street railways 
had made St. Louls and he wanted them 
to — on making it by having all the 
franchises they asked for. 

Adam Wackman, who, it was understood, 


has done a great deal of contract roech | 


for the Lindell, made a ten minutes‘ speech 
especially urging the extension on Delmar 


avenue so as to do away with the loop 
around Taylor, Finney and Grand avenues, 

Judge Priest frankly told the committee 
that he did not appear 4s a citizen, but as 
a lawyer, paid a fee by clients be was

to the taxable wealth of St. Louis in the 
development and improvement of properties 
along its lines. 

Judge Priest scorned the appellation ot 
franchise-grabbers that had been applied to 
his clients. 

They were simply far-seeing, enterprising 
gentlemen who wished to do for St. Louis 
now what would have to be done ten or 
twenty years thence. Their’s was a policy 
broad, patriotic and for the glory and ad- 
vancement of the whole city Gaughter and 
hisses). On the other hand, the protesters 
were narrow and selfish. They accounted 
themselves all that was good and respect- 
able in St. Louis, and because they have 
all they want they did not and would nor 
See the necessity of anybody else having 
anything. 

They spoke for a narrow strip of territory 
and for a few feet of ground which they 
thought was the whole earth. He spoke 
for the whole town. He spoke for the vast 
army of toilers in the factories and shops. 
He spoke for those people who earned their 
bread by the sweat of their brow (sneers 
and laughter), and who wanted to build 
comfortable cottages on the outer edges of 
the city, where from the grime and sweat 
of the shop they could breathe fresh air 
and take their children and wives out of 
the filth and dirt of crowded tenements. 
(“Oh, how beautiful and populistic,’’ called 
a voice.) 

Judge Priest then undertook to refute the 
arguments as to the inviolability of certain 
streets ou account of prohibitive clauses 
against street railways in their dedication 
all his Hsteners by declaring that the third 
parallel law. He startled the lawyers and 
all his listeners by declaring thmat the third 
parallel law was not made for the protec- 
tion of the streets, but for the protection of 
the railroads, so that they could not crowd 
each other too closely. He said that every 
court that had ever passed on the question 
had decided that the dedication of a street 
could not control its uses when once it was 
transferred for public benefit. 

The Judge made an eloquent plea in con- 
clusion for the “‘silent suppliants,’’ who had 
no time to appear and beg for the boon this 
new road would bring to them, and the 
crowd jeered. 

There was but twenty minutes remaining 
for the protesters and a dozen able speakers 
were anxious to be heard. The crowd ye:led 
for “Jones Jones, Jimmie Jones,” so lustily 
that the committee recognized the boyish- 
looking attorney, and he made good use of 
his five minutes. 

He declared that the essence of the whole 
proposition was: Is this road a public neces- 
sity? If it is it should be built; if it is not 
the bill showld be filed. He declared the road 
was not a rrecessity and fully % per cent 
of the property-owners in the affected dis- 


trict had signed their names in protest 
against the bill. He trusted those “silent 
suppliants,” so eloquently spoken of by 


and departed people who repose in Beilefon- 
taine Cemetery. 

Lee Meriwether replied to the legal 
points made by Judge Priest as to street 
dedications an referred him to a recent 
New York decision, contrary to the opin- 
ion he had announced. He then arraigned 
the Lindell for paying taxes on a valuation 
Ss a mile and dividends of $175,000 a 
mile. 

He spoke ex-officlo when he stated as a 
fact that the Lindell Railway is assessed 
only $10 on the $100, while private citizens 
are assessed on a basis of $51 on $100 

Mr. Meriwether made a scathing reply 
to Judge Priest’s deep solicitude for the 
poor people and said, to show the specious- 
ness of such a plea, that company was 
that moment defying the law in refusing 
to protect its motormen from the wintry 
weather by vestibule additions to its cars. 

Minor eriwether ridiculed the poor 
showing the Lindell had made in bringing 
one preacher, one contractor and one citi- 
zen with suburban lots to sell, as the only 
outsiders to back up its greedy grab for a 
$2,000,000 franchise. He especially chal- 
lenged the right of Dr. Niccolls to speak 
for the Second Presbyterian Church in the 
matter, unless he produced a power of at- 
torney. If two-thirds of Dr. Niccolls’ con- 
gregation were favorable to the road why 
didn’t some of them come there or send 
a written petition? In his opinion Dr. Nic- 
colls had overstepped the bounds of his 
priestly charge and he would have to come 
again with letters of credit before his plea 
could have the desired weight. 

The committee took the bill under ad- 
visement.

If some terrible catastrophe should 
destroy this book of books—this peerless 
record of the heart’s best history, that 
heart would, under the divine instinct, be- 
gin to build anew this ruined structure of 
its own immortal life. The Hebrew Bible 
is not a dead God’s sepulchre.
